True Case of Double personality 
a Mystery to Physicians. . 


DREAM WEDDING; IS REAL. 


Englishman Weds Girl, Then Awakes 
as Someone Else and Forgets. 


Rochester, N. T., Nov. 2.~{Special. IA re- 
markable instance of 4 man endowed with a 
dual personality, living the life of another 
person for many years, even marrying a 
young woman while under that hallucination 
and giving her the name of a supposed dead 
friend, whose life he was unconsciously liv- 
ing, has been made public here by physicians 
who treated the case. 

The man is Horace Robbins, who came to 
this gountry ten years ago from England. 
Two years later he became subject to nerv- 
ousness. Scientists declare the story of-his 
life to be like a modern collection of Canter- 
bury tales; for when under the consciousnéss 
of his other self, which would last for months 
at a time, Robbins has experienced the emo- 
tions that were common in the personality 
of the other, and even lost his money fighting 
for the estate of the dead father of a dead 
friend, Horace Morrins, in whose spirit his 
consciousness was merged. 

While in one of these spells Robbins mar- 
ried a young woman whose home is in Roch- 
ester. The wedding ceremony took place in 
her grandfather's house at Sodus last Christ - 
mas day. The next day Robbins became ill 
and had a doctor attend him. Ten days later 
he vanished. 


Vanishes After Trance Wedding. 

Under the impression he was crossing the 
Atlantic to adjust his. father’s affairs, he 
wandered over the country. One man sub- 
sequently testified he thought him drunk, 
but it since has been proved that Robbins 
never tasted intoxicating liquors. On Jan. 
19 a letter came to his wife in which he said 
he had been in a hospita at Sayre, Pa: 
Doctors went to Sayre, but there is no hos- 
pital there. Robbins was found in a neigh- 
boring town. 

He was placed under special medical treat- 
ment, the doctors being J. H. Vary, a general 
practitioner, and Edward E. Angell, a spe- 
cialist im neurology. Dr. Vary and his wife 
took him home and nursed him for a fort- 
night. He was like a day dreamer, a man 
hypnotized, occasionally writing business 
létters and then having spelis of delusions, 
but by Feb. 4 he appeared normal and well. 

Then he gave the first story of his life—the 
firet of a contradictory series. His home is 
in Musselburgh, Scotland., he said, his father 
an army officer who shot himself through 
grief, and he himself, the sole survivor of 
his family, emigrated to Canada and enlisted 
in a Canadian. contingent for the Boer war, 
afterward returning by way of England to 
the dominion. 

Gubsequently going back to England, he 
said, he awoke one morning in an Edinburgh 
hospital, and, when cured, went to New York 
for hie wedding, but lost all his wedding 
presents. 

All His Life Like a Dream. 

Thies tale held good till his aunt, Miss C., 
arrived from England and gave gliimpees of 
his real history. His name was not Rob- 
bins, but Horace Rawlins, she said. He 
jeft England in 1804, and wrote regularly 
home to his friends until last summer, since 
which time all letters to him have been re- 
turned unopened. 

Thus confronted, his true story was a puzzle 
to him, but later he admitted his real name 
and gave out a second extraordfhary nar- 
rative to plain having taken the name of 
Robbins. He and Horace Robbins, he said, 
now gtaduated from McGill university, Mon- 


ing him his property. Then he assumed the

myth, but he mixed the fiction up with sev- 
eral true incidents, such as his wedding. 

As time wore on medical attention improved 
hie health physically and restored his normal 
‘mentality, Them he committed to writing his. 
final tale, a long narrative with the proviso, 
“I cannot vouch for all the statements, so I 
write them, knowing they may be either fact 
or fancy.” 

His name, he says, is Horace Rawlins, born 
on March 25, 1879, at Finchingfield, Essex, 
and his mother, sisters, and brothers reside 
at Cedar Road, Hampton Wick, Middlesex. 

Neurologist Dr. Angell, who narrates the 
case, says: 

“Dr. Vary and myself are satisfied his 
tales are but creations of an unstable imagi- 
nation. I am of the opinion that his con- 
sciousness when in this state is so akin to 
hysteria he registers fact and fiction alike. 
Our belief is absolute in his honesty of pur- 
pose and frankness of mind. There is no 
trace of guile in word or act.“ 


BLIND WOMAN ROBBED OF $36, 
EARNED KNITTING MITTENS. 


Robbers Beat and Bind Mrs. Alice Freer 
in Her Residence at 19 North Car- 
penter Street. 


An old blind woman was brutally beaten, 
bound, and robbed last evening of $36 she had 
earned by knitting mittens.

Wife Says She Will Repay Loss if It 
Require a Lifetinie. 


J. Christian Eeskilson of % West Huron 
street, thrice supreme treasurer of the Dan- 
ish Brotherhood of America, is missing and 
simultaneously it is found that from $40,000 


to $50,000 of the order’s funds is gone. Bskil- 


son has not been seen since Oct. 20. 

H. H. Voght of Davenport, Ia., supreme 
president, and Martin Larsen of Racine, 
supreme vice president, yesterday concluded 
an examination of Eskilson’s account, which 
reveals, they say, the immense shortage. 
They declare that practically all of the re- 
serve fund is gone. 


What Was Done with Money? — 

Eiskilson’s whereabouts is unknown. It is 
reported that no trace of him has been found, 
Neither have President Voght and Vice Presi- 
dent Larsen discovered what the treasurer 
did with the money, if he took all of it. 

Seven thousand dollars of it is said to have 
been lost in the failure of Paul O. Stensland's 
bank. Eskilson is reported to have been 4 
close friend of some of the officers of the de- 
funct Milwaukee avenue institution. 

Mrs. Eskilson was seen at her Weat Huron 
street house last night. She said that she 
would repay all the shortage that may be or 
has been found in her husband’s accounts 
if it takes her a Mfetime. According to re- 
ports from Racine, where many prominent 
members of the order reside, she already has 
turned over $17,000 worth of Chicago prop- 


erty. 
Complained of Being III. 

Eskllson, who has been a resident of Chi- 
cago for more than forty years, was a busi- 
ness partner of John J. Wheeler at 294 North 
Halsted street, doing a general roofing busi- 
ness. According to Wheeler, Bskiison com- 
plained on Oct. 20 of being il. He left a 
note saying: 

„am sick and tired. I will go to a.sani- 
tarlum for a.short time to rest and recuperate f 
until I get my strength back.’ 

As Eskilson had been ill several days, 
Wheéler gave little thought to his plan of 
going away to rest. 

Later, when nothing was heard from him, 
members of the brotherhood became alarmed 
and sent word to President Voght. 

Voght hurried to the city and secured pos- 
session of the brotherhood’s books. Within 
a few days he discovered the shortage. 

The services of a private detective agency 
were then secured in an effort to trace the 
missing treasurer. Thus far the efforts have 
failed 

Hekilson recently was reétected for the sec- 
ond time to the office of supreme treasurer 
at the national conv ention at Council Blaffs, 
la. So great was the trust reposed in him 
that it has been the custom of all subtreas- 
urers of the United States to send money 
belonging to the order to him direct. 


Are His Bonds Sufficient?

Croker’s Dream to Be Realized. 

In the old days Croker used to have a 
dream of extending the sovereignty of Tam- 
many.

Answers Statement of Thompson.

ACCEPTANCE OF THE SUGGESTION 
STARTLES JUSTICE CAVERLY. 


Learning That Twelve Mothers of 
Families Living in Same Building 
with Mrs, Daniel Murphy and Mrs. 
M. A. Schneider Are Familiar with 
Their Disagreement, He Consents to 
Try the Case on Nov. 12 Before the 
Feminine Dosen. 


Justice Caverly called for a woman jury 
yesterday. Then he confessed that he “ had 
put his foot in it.“ 

It happened after Mrs. Daniel Murphy and 
Mrs. M. A. Schneider aadrecited their griev- 
ancés to the court amid tears and fast wordy 
testimony, much of the time both talking at 
once. Justice Caverly learned that along 
with the two women in the case were twelve 

of families, living in the same apart~- 
ment house, at 706. Thirty-first street, all 


‘having a more or less accurate knowledge as 


to which of the belligerents was in the wrong. 
In amoment of desperation, waving back fur- 
ther tears and words, he said:

Justice Caverly Is Startled. 

„What!“ he exclaimed. ‘‘ Well, I have 
put my foot in it. I didn’t suppose they 
could agree on anything. Then I'll be gray 
headed before I get through with this case. 
Twelve—fourteen women all at once, and 
he threatened to faint. 

The court’s order brought a bustling array 
of excitement to the flats at 706 Tiirty-first 
street.

Mrs. Schneider's decision was identical with

“Tell me what women Mrs. Murphy said 
would vote for her,“ pleaded Mrs. Schneider. 
“ Did she say Mrs. —— is on her side? Well, 
I know better. Just a few minutes ago she 
said she would stand by me. In fact, nearly. 
all of them will.” 

The case in question involves a charge of 
“ disorderly conduct made against Mrs. 
Murphy by Mrs. Schneider. The two fami- 
lues occupy the top flat at 706 Thirty- first 
street. Both said they had lived like sisters 
for four years, leaving the door open e 


the adjoining flats. 
Mrs. Schneider Explains. 

“One day I heard Mrs Murphy talking 
about me when the door was closed.“ Mrs. 
Schreider said, “and I just shouted out, 
‘You're a lar, I never said nothin" of the 
kind!’

TRAINMEN ATM AT: PEACE, 


UNION OFFICIALS TO CONFER WITH 
RAILROAD MEN MONDAY. 


Original Demands of Switchmen for 
an Bight Hour Day Will Be Pre- 
sented Again, but Stand Will Not 
Be Irrevocable—Localized Troubles 
Alone Blamed for Talk of Strike by 
Grand Master Morrissey — Shea 
Trial Veniremén Arouse Healy. 


Prospects of settling peaceably the present 
controversy between the railroads and their 
switchmen became brighter yesterday when 
it became known that officials of the Brother- 
hood of Railroad Trainmen next Monday will 
enter into further conferences with the road 
managements in Chicago. 

The trainmen will present their original de- 
mands of an eight hour day once more, but 
it ts said there is no intention of standing 
irrevocably by this position. According to 
brotherhood officials, the switchmen are dis- 
satisfied with the. compromise offer of 2 
cents an hour wage increase p 


roposed by 
+ the roade and an effort will be made to — 


duce the companies to make a better propo- 
sition. 
Strike Rumors Declared False. 

Grand Master P. F. Morrissey was dis- 
pleased over repeated rumors that the train- 
men’s brotherhood is on the point of declar- 
ing a strike. He. asserted there was no 
foundation for the reports. Localized troubles 
in small switching centers, he said, had noth- 
ing to do with the present negotiations. That 
there exists any combination of the different 
organizations of railway employés for the 
purpose of forcing demands, he added, was 
equally untrue. 

The outcome of the meetings on Monday 
in Chicago, it is said, will govern negotiations 
*throughout the country. It is probable the 
conferences will cover a period of several 
days and meanwhile no radical move may 
be feared. 


Healy Threatens Jury Dodgers. 

States Attorney Healy, growing weary of 
the slow progress of the Shea trial and the 
evident attempts of many veniremen to 
„dodge jury service in the case, said he 
was ready to prosecute citizens who could 
be shown to have committed perjury in the 
course of examination. 

“At this time,“ he said, “I am not in a 
position to prove that perjury has been com- 
mitted, but if the evidence is secured this 
office will take prompt action. The defense, 
in its policy of accepting jurors and then 
challenging them, has employed unheard of 
tactics.” 

Mr. Healy announced he was preparing a 
plea to Judge Ball that some restrictions be 
placed on the examination of veniremen in 
the hope of hastening the trial, which already 
has cost the county nearly $10,000. 


Drivers Lose Hope of Strike. 

Calls for 500 drivers issued by the Employ- 
ers’ association in the morning had the effect 
of dampening talk of a strike against the 
State street stores. Scores of applicants 
demonstrated, according to the employers, 
that teamsters may be secured easily in case 
they are needed. It is not believed, however, 
that a radical move is contemplated by the 
union. A meeting has been called for to- 
morrow afternoon at 145 Randolph street, 
at which the men will be told their demands 
for increased wages have not been granted. 
On account of the division in the teamsters’ 
ranks and the lack of funds, the union offi- 
cials probably will advise against a strike.

FORMER BRIDEWELL CONVICT 
BLAMED FOR STORY OF ABUSE. 


Sergeant Lynch, Accused of Treating 
James Smith Unfairly, Shows by Lat- 
ter’s Statement. Charges Are Untrue. 


Thomas Smyth, alias J. Mason, recently 
released from the bridewell after serving a 
sentence of a year on the charge of operating 
a confidence game, is calling upon Supt. 
Andrew M. Lynch of the prison to-resign.

BIG SEWER IMPROPERLY BUILT. 


City Discovers That Mud Was Used In- 
stead of Cement, Causing Cavein of 
Lawrence Avenue Conduit. 


The recent collapse of the old Lawrence 
avenue intercepting sewer has revived the 
charges made by Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Thomas Sutherland before the Cul- 
lerton graft committee last spring that the 
water tunnels and sewers of the city were 
improperly built. 

Commissioner O’Connell tested the 20 foot 
portion of the sewer which caved in and 
found that instead of cement, in many cases, 
mud was used in the construction of the 
brickwork by Farley & Green, the con- 
tractors who failed on the work in 1899.

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The New Spelling. 


The paper recently signed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt indorsing reform in the 
spelling of numerous words is causing 
an immense amount of discussion 
throughout the English speaking world. 
There are a great many words that 
will fall under the knife of this re- 
form and it is expected that by next 
year the list will be complete and 
ready to be introduced into schools 
and colleges.

This formula (e) was 
recently given to the medical fraternity 
by Dr. A. N. Walace of Philadelphia, 
who established the camp for con- 
sum(p)tiv(e)s in the pine forests of 
Maine, and which proved so wonder- 
ful (Dy suc(c)es(s)ful. Dr. Walace was 
the first to obtain a truly soluble ex- 
tract of pine containing all its activ(e) 
principles and eliminating the obnox- 
io(u)s fore (ig)n matter. The ordinary 
extracts of pine sold in bulk general (I) y 
produce na(u)sea and consequently 
are a failur(e) for medicinal use.”

Borius. 

The captain was at once recalled and placed 
on half pay for a couple of years, while an 
extremely bitter quarrel took plaice between 
Casimir-Périer and Carnot, the former, as 
premier, cbjecting to the Elysée Holding any 
communication with the French embassies 
abroad excepting through the ministry of 
foreign affairs.
